Post Office Department Will
Reorganize Its System
at Once.

RIGID INSPECTIONS NOW.

Postmasters and Officials at Sub-
Stations to Be Held Strictly
to Account.

Washington, D. C,, Sept. 2.—The Post
OHfiee Department iotends to reorgonize
Its money order system, The two recent
robberies of Governmment funds by Post-
masters has aroused the deparctment 1o the
weakness of the system' exposed In the
Journal several days ago.

Hereafter all post offices and sub-stations
will be llable te Inspeetlon at the most un-
expected times, Everything must agree or
t2e postmaster will he taken intoe custody
at once. These examinations will be as un-
expected and as carefoily mode as those
of patlonal lmnks.

In nddition to these exanminations  the
officials at sub-statlonsg where mohey
orders are spld and postmasters them-
selves will not be glven as much lee way
as they have bad. Hitherto memney order
books have been sent out from the depart-
ment on applicatlon, two or three at a
time, Hereafter only oue book will be ls-

When a postmaster knows he
Is Hable to be vislted hy an Inapector at
any tine who will go through hlg DLooks,
examine his cash and bank book, he will
bo eareful. With this plan we will bave
to be content for nwhlle at loast.”
